Applicant argues that the controller 304 of Butler is not a memory controller for the system memory 206. 

Examiner would like to point pout that even if the controller buffer 304 of Butler is not a system memory controller, Butler does 
provide a DMA controller for reading and writing data to the system memory ( see column 7, lines 55-61 ). 

Applicant further asserts that the references should not be combined. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either 
in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 

The reason or motivation to modify the reference may often suggest what the inventor has done, but for a different purpose or to solve 
a different problem. It is not necessary that the prior art suggest the combination to achieve the same advantage or result discovered 
by applicant. In re Linter, 458 F.2d 1013, 173 USPQ 560 (CCPA 1972); In re Dillon, 919 F.2d 688, 16 USPQ2d 1897 (Fed. Cir. 1990), 
cert, denied, 500 U.S. 904 (1991). 

In this case, both Butler and Harriman arbitrate between different types of memory addresses. While there must be motivation to 
make the claimed invention, there is no requirement that the prior art provide the same reason as the applicant to make the claimed 
invention (see MPEP § 2144). 
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
